Even’in England there is a leper 
colony—people who had contracted the 
disease abroad. 
The new Leptosy Relief Association, of 
which the Prince of Wales is patron, and 
which includes a large representation of lead- 
ing medical men, s for its object the 
extermination of the seourge from al! parts 
oí the British Empire. Two conditions in re- 
ard to the disease make that quite possible. 
aE first is that leprosy is not hereditary, 
children of affected parents being born quite 
healthy: The second is that leprosy is 
curable. 
The cure, Mr. Oldrieve ‘stated, is a pre- 
paration of chaulmoogra oil, which is found 
in Burmah and Assam and other parts of the 
Kast ; hydnocurpus oil, also found in the Fast; 
the oil of the soya bean, linseed oil, and 
cod liver oil. Various preparat: ana of there 
oils are injected hypodermically into the 
sufferers. As a result of this treatment large 
numbers of lepers are recovering in India, 
China, the Corea, Siam and the Se

The Indian Census. 

Although the fifth uniform census of 
India was taken on March 18th, 1921, the 
final report, contained «in twenty-four 
volumes, did not reach England till the 
end of last week. A notable feature of 
this, the greatest simultaneous census 
that has been undertaken in history, is 
the small increase in population—1.2 per 
cent., as against 7 per cent. in the previous 
period. The decline is due to the terrible 
epidemic of influenza in 1918-19, which 
caused the death of 4 per cent. of the 
total population. The proportion of people 
living in towns advanced from 9.4. to 10.2 
per cent, and Bombay and Calcutta 
showed a combined population of two and 
a half millions. Seventy-three per cent. 
of the people of India are engaged in agri- 
cultura] or pastoral pursuits.

These resolutions will come before the 
House of Commons for ratification very 
soon, and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has 
decided to leave the question to the open 
vote of the House. Free Trade is almost 
unknown outside Great Britain, and the 
workers of the Dominions are likely to 
tell their British colleagues that they 
agree whole-heartedly with the outspoken 
views .of men like Mr. Bruce, who have 
made no secret of the fact that, if Britain 
withholds economic concessions, the 
Dominions will be forced to look for pre- 
ference elsewhere. - 

The value of meetings of this kind 
hardly can be over-estimated. Labour in 
Britain is still. rather crude in its 
outlook. Hitherto its contact with the 
outside world has been ‘chiefly through 
the medium of various “internationals,” 
where it has learned the views of Russian 
Jews and Continental theorists whose 
native problems are completely different 


fied as “beggars, vagrants and prosti- 
tus.” One-tenth of the population is 
industrial. Contact with European in- 
fluences has produced two notable results 
—a great increase in education anda slight 
decline in early marriage. The number of 


Jiterate persons has risen from 18.5 to 22.6 


millions, or 22 per cent. Eighty-two out 
of every thousand people over five years 
of age have a rudimentary knowledge of 
reading and writing. Women have re- 
ceived increased facilities for education, 
and now twenty-three out of every 
thousand can read and write. Minor 
languages and dialects have shown a 
tendency to become obsolete, as improved 
communications have increased the neces- 
sity for a common medium of talk. 
Bi-lingualism is becoming widespread. In 
spite of the advance made by education, 
however, the figures throw significant 
light on the backwardness of India. The 
number of unmarried girls between the 
ages of ten and fifteen has risen in forty 
years from 481 to 601 per ten thousand, 
while between the ages of five and ten 
the advance is from 874 to 907. These 
figures show that early marriage in India 
is still a genera] practice.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE. 


OUTBREAKS IN WARWICK. 


An outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease at 
Warwick is officially confirmed, and nine 
cattle and twenty sheep were ordered to be 
slaughtered on Saturday. 

Another outbreak was reported at Harbury, 
nine miles from Warwick, affecting sixteen 


cattle and thirty sheep. 
CHESHIRE -FARMERS’ LOSSES, 


Striking evidence of the grievous plight of 
the Cheshire farmers, who have lost all their 
livestock as a result of the foot-and-mouth 
epidemic, is being laid before ‘he special 
committee appointed by the National 
Farmers’ Union to report upon it as an urgent 
matter. 

The losses for the county as a whole re- 
present nearly one-third of the normal popv- 
lation of farm stock, and few, if any, of the 
farmers have received compensation enough 
to enable them-to restock up to their former 
numbers and carry on as before. 

The farmers are to be given facilities 
under the Agricultural Credits Act, but they 
contend that the rate of interest, 54 per cent.. 
is too high, and will impose an additional 
tax on their narrow profits. 


IRELAND FREE FROM DISEASE. 


Captain Dixon asked the Minister of Agri- 
culture, in the House of Commons on Friday, 
if, in view of the fact that investigations by 
his Department have shown that Ireland has 
he_n free from foot-and-mouth disease for 
the past twelve months, he will withdraw the 


cattle embargo at the ports? 


Mr. Buxton writes, in reply, as follows :— 
I may explain that, in consequence of an 


outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease at Notting- 


ham among Irish animals, which had recently 
been landed at Bristol, the Ministry decided 
to prohibit the landing of Irish cattle, ex- 
cept for slaughter at the ports, until inquiries 
had been made to ascertain, if possi’ 's, the 
origin of infection. It now seems clear that 
the cattle were infected at Nottingham, and, 
as no suspicion attaches to the health of the

LONGFORD PRINTING 
WORKS BLAZE.

The Roman. Catholic Church at Threemile- 
house, three miles from Monaghan town, was 
burned to the ground on Saturday night, and, 
in the absence of the priest, the sacred 
vessels could not be removed and were de- 
stroyed, 

The church was locked up at ten o'clock, 
and flames were observed breaking from the 
vestry an hour later. Local people and police 
turned ,out, and a message was sent to 
Monaghan for help, but the strong wind 
fanned the flames, which rapidly spread to 
the main building of the church. The High 
and then the smaller altars became involved, 
and the flames then caught the wooden 
galleries. 

Everything possible.was done with the few 
buckets available, but only the most modern 
appliances could have overcome the flames. 

e interior of the building soon became like 
a furnace, and then the roof fell in with a 
great crash, 

Immediately the alarm was raised, word 
was conveyed to the priest, who lives half 
a mile from the .building, and he hurried to 
the scene, but the whole building became 
involved within a few minutes of the out- 
break, and he arrived too late to save the 
chalice, ciborium, and other sacred vessels. 

The origin of the fire is believed to have 
been accidental. The building was completely 
destroyed, and Divine Service yesterday was 
held in the national school, building. 


PRINTING HOUSE FIRE. 


Offices forming part of the buildings in 
Market uare, Longford, occupied by the 
Longford Leader newspapers, were gutted by 
fire early on Saturday morning. Tie print- 
ing rooms at the rear of the building were 
saved, and the business of the proprietors will 
be carried on as usual. 

The outbreak occurred at 4.30 a.m. in the 
offices on the first floor, in which there was a 
stock of paper and stationery. The local fire 
brigade and the militery were called out. The 
flames made their way to the ground floor 
offices, and the efforts of the brigade were 
directed to saving the rear portion, containing 
the printing machinery and type. In this they 
were successful, but the offices were burned 
out. The rooms had been recently renovated 
and re-furnished, and the loss is considerable. 
A private house adjoining the building 
suffered some damage. 

The origin of the outbreak is believed to 
have been accidental. The damage is covered 
by insurance, 


CASTLEREA OUTBREAK. 


Some damage was done late on Saturday 
night to the rear portion of the building 
occupied by Messrs, Fitzgibbon and Sons, 
drapers, Castlerea. The fire was noticed at 11 
o'clock, and the town was alarmed, For a 
short time the issue was in doubt, but by 
‘hard work the flames were confined to the 
toom in which the outbreak occurred. . 

The damage is inconsiderable, and business 
will be carried on in the shop as usual. 


FOUR COTTAGES DESTROYED. 


Four thatched cottages on the outskirts of 
Sligo were destroyed by fire on Saturday, and 
the inhabitants have had to seek the 
hospitality of neighbours. 

The fire broke out in one of the row of four 
cottages at six o'clock in the morning. No 
fire appliances were available, and the whole 
row was destroyed. Nobody was hurt, but 
the inhabitants lost virtually everything.

ONLY A PARTIAL SUCCESS. 


The Pittsburg Station (Call, K.D.K.A.) 
broadcasted a concert from 11 p.m, to mid- 
night, Greenwieh time, on Saturday, Which 
was picked up by a special plant erected by 
the British Broadcasting Company at Biggin 
Hill, Kent, and re-transmitted to listeners-in 
all over the country. 
The result in Great Britain was not very 
satisfactory. The disturbance known as 
‘* atmospherics ”’ “rowan | drowned the 
music at times. Occasionally passages were 
quite clear, but a baritone singer was indis- 
tinguishable during most of his performance. 
Dublin ‘listeners-in’? seem to have had 
better luck. Messrs. Dowling and Hempen- 
stall, of Rathfarnham, report that they heard 
very well on their three-valve sets. The 
American Orchestra played “Blue Bells of 
Scotland,” ‘‘ Merrie England,” ‘‘The Red, 
White, and Blue,” “ The Marseillaise,” and 
“God Save the King.” Atmospherics inter- 
fered very much with the vocal items. 
At midnight Mr. P. P. Eckersley, the 
Chief Engineer of the British, Broadcasting 
Company, addressed listeners-in, and sai 
that atmospherics alone were to blame for 
the poor reception. 

SHORT v. LONG WAVES. 
‘In this connection it is interesting to note 
that Pittsburg transmitted on a wave length of 
100 metres, but the programme was re-trans- 
mitted by the British Stations on their usual 
wave-lengths. In the case of London this is 


The British Broadcasting Company is con- 
ducting experiments on a wave of 1,600. The 
short wave is subject to several irritating 
phenomena, which the B.B.C. is anxious to 
eliminate. The worst of these is ‘‘ fading "— 
i.e-, reception becomes fainter and fainter 
until the sounds die away completely. In a 
few seconds things become normal again, but 
‘fading ” may occur several times in an hour. 
It is claimed that the long wave will give a 
service that will be received in every part of 
britain by small sets which are not capable 
now of getting the full value of the broadcast 
service. The owner of a small set, or crystal 
receiver, does not receive sufficient volume of 
sound if he is more than thirty miles from a 
breadcasting centre. These sets, too, are 
very liable to “ iamming ” by the Morse used 
by shipping, which the limited facilities of 
small sets make almost impossible to elimi- 
nate. 

If it is found possible to employ the long 
wave, “‘fading’’ and “‘jamming,”’ it is be- 
lieved, will be overcome. Sets now in exist- 
ence will require only very slight alteration 
to adapt them to the long wave.

Various sites were under consideration, and 
the Corporation has approved the purchase 
of 423 acres of ground at Malone road, within 
the city boundary. The purchase ‘price and 
estimated cost of making the necessary altera- 
tions will amount to about £14,024, made up as 
follows:—Mr. Willis’s farm, £10,500; 6} 
acres from Mr, John Thompson, at £200 per 
acre, £1,375; removing ditches and hedges, 
£1,000; hangar, £700; making track, £250; 
and fee, £200. 


PLYMOUTH TO MANCHESTER. 


_A definite offer to inaugurate an air service 
between Plymouth and Manchester has been 
made by Major H. Hemming, Managing 
director of the Aircraft Operation Company, 
on behalf of his firm, to the Plymouth Corpora- 
tion. 

“ The idea,’’ Major Hemming states, “ is to 
run a through air service between Plymouth, 
Cardiff, Birmingham, and Manchester, thus 
linking up with the Manchester-Belfast 
service. Passengers and freight would be 
carried at 100 miles per hour, and the cost 
would be £60 per return journey, or, Say, 
£16,500 a year.” 3 : 

Freight could be carried at 7.2 pence per 
pound, and the passenger fare for the full 
distance would be £15. 


THE LOST STAG 


TO BE RETURNED TO 
- ENGLAND.

PARIS, Sunday. 

The knotty prcblem as to what to do with 
the stag which escaped from the Mid-Kent 
Staghounds by plunging into the se3, was 
picked up by the French fishing boat Saint 
Joseph, and landed at Etaples, proved too 
much for the local authorities, but the #fi- 
culty has now been settled by the head 
Customs Office in Paris. The stag is to be 
restored to Brigadier-General Pitt, the Master 
of the Mid-Kent Hounds, on condition that he 
pays an indemnity to the crew of the Saint 
Joseph and the cost of the return journey. 

Probably never before has a stag raised so 
many questions oí law. In. the first place, 
when the fishermen landed their booty the 
Customs authorities wanted to know what 
licence they had for carrying such a cargo, 
and the police raised objections to the im- 
portation of venison during the -close scason. 
The fishermen maintained their rights to what 
they argued was flotsam and jetsam. The 
Customs authorities insisted that duty for 
live meat should be paid on the animal, and 
that it should then be killed. Accordingly, 
it was sold by auction, the purchaser, M. 
Bozineau, of Paris-Plage, paying 85 francs 
for the stag, and declaring that he intended 
to keep it alive in_ his garden. 
Therenpon the _Customs authorities again 
intervened a vented M. Sozineau from 
removing it from the stable where it has 
temporarily been placed on the ground that 
it had to be killed. 

Meanwhile Brigadier-General Pitt had been 
making numerous applications for the return 
of the animal to England. Finally the Cus- 
toms authorities in Paris took the matter up 
and advised the authorities at Etaples that 
the stage should be restored to Brigadier- 
General Pitt on condition that the latter 
paid to the crew of the Saint Joseph an in- 
demnity equivalent to the sum paid by M. 
Bozineau.. M. Bozineau, having declared 
himself perfectly ready to allow the stag to 
return to its native home, the animal’s ad- 
ventures should shortly be at an end unless 
the British authorities insist on it being 
placed in quarantine in England on account 
of eases of foot-and-mouth disease having 
occurred in France. 

The matter’ will not necessarily, however, 
end there. The crew of the Saint Joseph 
are no longer accused of smuggling, illegatly 
carrying cargo, or importing venison in. the 
close season, but questions are being asked 
as to how they came to be within British 
territorial waters at the moment when the 
stag was taken on board.

‘DISARMAMENT. 


MR. LEACH AND THE 
FIVE CRUISERS.

The completed report on the German rail- 
Ways was studied yesterday, and the general 
scheme to be finally presented is beginning to 
take shape. There is much speculation as to 
the amount of.the loan which the Dawes Com- 
mittee may recommend as necessary to enable 
Germany to tide over the hext two or three 
years. It is certain that figures have been 
discussed, but TI am assured that the 
£500,000,000 suggested from Berlin, and 
even the £250,000,000 named in other reports 
are very far beyond what is contemplated. 

German capital abroad may be expected to 
flow back in increasing measure with the 
return of financial stability, and it is now 
believed to exist to au amount approaching 
double Mr. McKenna’s earlier estimate of 
£200 000,000. 

Meantime the study of the German railways, 
which is to form the chief security for the 
international loan, shows that they yielded 
before the war a profit of £30,000, . Owing 
to the collapse of the mark they are now 
almost released from the payment of interest, 
and the balance must be very much greater. 

According to one version, the Joan to be 
preposed—supposing that M. Poincaré agrees 
to the erstoration of the Ruhr—will be 
£100;000 000. 

M. Poincaré, in the Chamber early on 
Saturday morning, stated that one of the 
foreign experts had expressed the view that 
only the French occupation of the Ruhr had 
brought about the near prospect of setile- 
ment with Germany.

Ireland was beater by Scotland at Edin- 
burgh on Saturday by 15 points to 8 points. 
Our special representatives’ criticism and notes 
-on the game appear on Page 8. The follow- 
ing are some comments from to-day’s London 
papers: sl, | 

The Times says :—It was a cg remarkable 
game, and although the Rugby did hot often 
reach the highest standard there was plenty 
of life in the play, and not one of the. specta- 
tors could have failed to enjoy watching,sthe 
game. In some ways Scotland were lucky to 
win, but they would have been more unlucky 
to lose. Ireland had much the same experience 
as in their match with England. They 
practically controlled the game throughout 
the first half, and for about a quarter of an 
hour in the second half. After that they 
went all to pieces and were a badly beaten 
team at the finish; but the strange thing was 
that Scotland did most of their scoring when 
Ireland had the better of the game, and at 
the end, when Ireland was completely over- 
run and Scotland pressed incessantly, only one 
try wag added to the score, The match was 
won by the lasting power and dribbling of 
the Scottish forwards, the excellence of the 
half-backs, and the fine kicking and tackling 
of Drysdale, who had two costly lapses. 

On the Irish side, Stewart at back started 
well, but had a very bad period of missed 
tackles and bad fielding. In the three- 
quarter line Douglas was of little account, 
but Gardiner played a fine, hard game, and 
the two Stephensons were always dangerous. 
The last-mentioned players did not sufier for 
lack of opportunity, and if either of the two 
Scottish wing men had had the same chances 
the score might have been very different. 
At half-back, Hall and Clarke were no 
match for Bryce and Waddell, At forward 
the Irishmen played their traditional game, 
and J. D, Clinch was always in the van of 
the rushes, attacking. and spoiling with great 
force. The Collopys, too, and Crichton and 
Stuart never spared themselves, but a game 
such as they play does not pay in the end, 
for long before the finish they were spent 
men. The wonder of the match was that 
Scotland got the lead at the start and kept 
it. 


The Sportsman says:—Led by Clinch, the 
Collopys and Stuart, the Irish forwards were 
seen to great advantage in open rushing move- 
ments, though their footwork showed less 
method and restraint than that of the Scots. 
The brothers Stephenson made a fine wing, 
but among the lrish backs generally there was 
a distinct lack of scoring power, the handling 
being occasionally bad. Their defence was 
sounder than that of the Scots, their marking 
and tackling being characterised by great 
keenness. When they were most at fault 
was when the second Scottish score was got, 
and Stewart at this time showed very de- 
fective fielding—a failing that cropped up at 
other times. The unevenness in the Irish 
hack division more than the great quality of 
their opponents was responsible for defeat 
in a game which might easily have yielded the 
visitors a victory. 


The Morning Post says:—The Irish backs 
‘were champion spoilers, but they gave 
glimpses of combination superior to anything 
shown by the Scots, and one formed the im- 
pression that if the Irish forwards had played 
more to their backs the result might have 
been different. The brothers Stephenson were 
a speedy, clever pair, and the try they got in 
concert was the best of the match. B. 
Gardiner, of the others, was the most useful. 
J. W. Stewart kicked excellently on occasion, 
but showed inexperience in waiting so fre- 
quentiy for the ball to bounce The forwards 
played a typical Irish game, in which an 
amazing amount of energy was expended for 
very little result.

SIKH CONCENTRATION 
ON JAITU. 


DELICATE SITUATION.

DELHI, Saturday. 

A concentration of militant Sikhs on Jaitu 
treatens the Punjab with the most serious 
uprising since the Shrine riots of two years 
ago. following the brush between the 
Nabha State troops and over 6,000 Sikhs on 
Thursday, near Jaitu, when 14 Sikhs were 
killed and 34 wounded, the Akali Sikhs 
throughout the whole of the North-West are 
marching to the support of their comrades. 
A Jatha (organised band) of pilgrims .eft 
Amritsar yesterday, another contingent 
started from Delhi last: night, while Sikhs, 
wearing old military uniforms, and armed 
with staves, preceded by a banner, are 
parading the native quarters to-day, and 
stopping all traffic. young Non-Co-operators 
accompany the pilgrims in cabs, 

Latest reports from Jaitu show, that it is 
surrounded by an exciled mob, armed with 
axes, swords, and firearms. The danger is 
greater because of the large number of Sikhs 
m the Indian Army who are already dis- 
afiected on account of the shrine controversy. 
The Sikhs. were formerly the best and most 
loyal troops recruited in India. The Akalis 
are Sikh Puritans who endeavoured to wrest 
their shrines from the Hindus, who them- 
selves hold them by long custom. Despite 
the Government’s attempts to submit the 
problem to the Courts, the Akalis continue to 
seize the shrines. However, the seizures 
have been carried out mostly without violence. 
When opposed by the police, the Akali custom 
has been to hold its ground, but without 
striking a blow. 

With the Swarajists trying to overthrow 
the Constitution in Delhi, the Sikh uprising 
is embarrassing the Government, but it is ex- 
plained that Nabha is the only native State 
concerned in the uprising so far. The British 
Administrator at Nabha has left for Jaitu. 


ALL QUIET IN NABHA STATE. 


DELHI, Sunday. 

The latest reports from Jaito, in the Nabha 
State, which was the scene, two days ago, of 
serious fighting between Akali and Nabha 
troops, say that all is quiet there. Three 
private practitioners have arrived from 
Amritsar to assist the Nabha State medical 
staff to tend the wounded.—(Reuter.)

The index number for clothing (100 in-July, 
1914) fell from 177 in October, 1923, to 174 in 
January, 1924. - Decreases in prices in 
January as cOmpared with October were regis- 
tered in 16 out of the 23 articles listed in the 
clothing group. The decreasés, however, wére 
emall and had the effect of decreasing the 
general cost of living index number by only 
half a point. 

The changes in this group: as recorded

PLOTHOLDERS': -FUTURE. 


VIEWS-OF CHAIRMAN -OF 
IRISH UNION. 


Presiding at the annual Congress of the 
United Irish Plotholders’ Union, in Dublin on 
Saturday, Mr, Thomas Shaw said that never 
since the formation of the Union were. they 
faced with such grave issues as those at pre- 
sent confronting them. Owing to certain 
circumstances he was afraid that compara- 
tively few of them -could legally. consider 
themselves plotholders any longer. 
It was unnecessary, he continued, to re- 
capitulate the: facts .regarding the social, 
educational, physical A moral advantages 
of the plotholding system. These facts were 
widely known, and were to be seen on all 
sides in the lives and actions of those who 
had devoted ‘their spare hours to the health- 
giving. occupation of food-production. 
All through last year they pressed for the 
introduction of the Allotments Bill, but the 
Government had practically ignored their 
appeals. Why was this bill, which was 
eae over a year ago, not introduced 
fore the eviction of 600 Dublin plotholders, 
to say nothing of the evictions in Cork and 
elsewhere? Why was no evidence taken by 
the Agricultural Commission regarding this 
phase of intensive cultivation, and. why did 
not. plotholding come within the scope of the 
new Land Act? It would be probably safe to 
infer that the reason was because the com- 
mon poms sad not the same power in the 
Dail and Senate as the farmers and cattle- 
ranchers had: ' 
The following resolution was adopted :— 
“That this Congress deplores the apparent in- 
sincerity of the Government in the introduc- 
tion of the promised Allotments. Bill, having 
regard.to the fact that at the opening of the 
resent session of An Dail the Governor- 
neral definitely included such a measure in 
his address. That we believe this bili should 
have been passed into law during 1923, when 
six of the principal areas in the metropolis 
were administered by the Department “of 
Agriculture and were allowed to pass out of 
the control -of that body, thereby evicting 
over 600 Dublin workers at.a time when un- 


rife. We hereby. place on record our protest 
at the inaction of the Government in. this 
vitally important matter.” 

Mr. Shaw was re-elected - President of the 
Union for the ensuing year, with Mr. Denis 
McDonnell and Mr. Thomas Cahill Vice- 
wi mye and Honorary Secretary, respec-

TAKEN BY RAIDERS. 


At a special sessions in Kilkenny in con- 
nection with the criminal injury applications, 
the Earl of Desart claimed £286, the value of 
thirteen bullocks taken away by armed men 
from Desart Court on April 17, 1922. The 
evidence was that a lorry of armed men pulled 

at the gate lodge of Desart Court at mid- 
night. The men went through the demesne 
and drove the cattle to the public road and 
then in the direction of Callan. Captain 
Newport, agent for the Earl of Desart, said 
that in March, 1922, he received a document 
signed by Eamonn Aylward, T.D., demanding 
a levy of £100. The witness refused to pay 
the money. :

that the car, which was purchased in 1908, 
cost £600. 

FOREIGNERS FROM TIPPERARY. 

When a claim by Mrs. Margaret Millea, 
publican, Lisdowney, came on for hearing, the 
applicant stated that two men, whom she 
described as “foreigners from Tipperary,” 
came to the door at midnight and demanded 
admission, swearing that if the door was not 
opened they would blow down the house, The 
men remained in the house until 5 a.m. and 
drank ten glasses of whiskey each. They left, 
taking money, a gold ring, a gold chain, in 
addition to large quantities of whiskey and 
other liquors. 

Holding that the raid was carried out by 
ordinary robbers, his Honour refused the 
claim. He could not conceive how any two 
persons, even Irregulars, could in a short 

riod of time drink ten glasses of whiskey.

medical officer two years ago. | am five years 
qualified. My scale of pay on appointment 
was £4 a week, rising by three-Yearly’ incre- 
ments of £5. In other words, after three 
years’ service | was to receive an increase of 
a $' per week. For acting as medical officer 

health I receive the princely sum of £25 a 
year, and [ hold a diploma in public health. 

However, all Civic Guards and some medical 
officers have had their scales of pay revised, 
and I now receive increments of £5 per year 
instead of every three years. The sergeant of 
| the village where I live (population 100) will 
now get £4 7s. a week. rising to £4 18s. 6d 
I have to provide myself with means of traus- 
port. I must live im the edifice provided, 
which entails the keeping of a man to look 
after it and paying rent and rates out of all 
‘proportion to my requirements. Of . course, 
one may say that I get private practice. At 
the present moment in country districts, owin 
to the depression in agriculture, this is nal, 
or, in sOthe cases, @ losing proposition. * In 
the town the dispensary medical officer has 
not so many expenses, as his patients live 
close together and can be visited on foot. In 
the country a visit-to one patient may require 
a journey of ten miles. 

A doctor does not carry a Charm to protect 
him from disease. He can only do so by keep- 
ing his body in perfect condition. Under 
present circumstances this is impossible. Some 
of your readers may remember that, just 
about the time when the Treaty was signed, 
the Imperial Government made a special scale 
of salaries for medical officers in thinly- 
populated parts of Scotland. Surely there are 
parts of Ireland just as sparsely populated?

SECRETS OF HEALTH.

cerning the monks from one who, during a 
walking tour covering nine hundred odd is 
has caught some interesting sideli on 
monastic life generally in the British I ™ 

The Carthusians were founded by St. Bruno, 
and the life of a Carthusian monk, hke that 
of a Trappist, is purely contemplative. He is 
more of a hermit than his Trappist brother, 
who, moreover, is never alone and yet never 
speaks, even when working out in the open 
fields. The Trappist headquarters in England 
are at Mount oo Bernard’s Abbey, in 
Leicestershire. Carthusian is slways 
alone. His day s at anma sil “om. at 
the tolling of a y pine tn is call, 
lantern in hand, and oes to pte tha ye to sing 

er the Thanksgivin 
Service, at about five, he cleans his cel aif ond 
then devotes the rest of the morning to study. 
Lunch, the sole meal of the day, is served at 
eleven, and usually consists of eggs or fish— 
never meat—salads and plenty of apples, 
oranges, etc. Further devotion occupies the 
afternoon, and he retires to his paliasse 
almost as soon as twilight falls. 

Smeking is utterly eschewed, and the only 
spirit taken is a little Grande Chartreuse on 
New Year's Day and after the “ long walk,’ 
which occurs once a year and lasts all day. 
In spite of the austerity of the monastic life, 
however, no good €arthusian has ever been 
known to exercise his privilege of leaving the 
monastery. On the contrary, the’ monks at 
Cowfold support with enthusiasm and to a 
man the historical *xample of their Spartan 
brothers who, though the youngest was over 
eighty-three, once made a pilgrimage to Rome 
to protest against the Pope’s offer of a milder 
dispensation.—Yours, etc.,
